PLANTING — Fall  planting  is  the  best,  two  to  three  inches  of  earth  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  cover  the  eyes.  If 
planted  too  deeply  they  are  apt  to  send  out  blind  buds.  Do  not  cover  with  manure  until  after  ground  is  frozen  two  or 
three  inches  deep  and  then  only  with  a  light  dressing.
